They are always preparing for 
text year’s re-enactment of the 
Passion Play, just as their ancestor's 
used to do when the plague sub- 
sided, and as they first did in 1634. | 
In April begins the Holy’ Year 
instituted by the Pope. 

Further, Passion Play is itself a 
re-enactment of the events of Holy 
Week, and this summer the actors 
who will play the roles next year 
will be chosen by vote of the vil- 
lagers, as has always been their cus- 
tom. Already candidates for some of 
the roles are beginning to let their 
hair and beards grow, for no make- 
up is allowed for the roles, and to be 
elected the actors must look as well 
@s act the part. 

Thus, Lent, culminating in Holy 
Week and Easter, is being especially 
observed this spring in the little} 
mountain village which has won 
world renown for its Catholic piety. |

URING the Thirty Year War, 
Bohemians, Austrians, Ger- 


mans, Swedes and, finally, French, 
battled back and forth across Ger- | 
man territory. In the wake of un- 


buried dead and polluted water, 
came inevitable plague. Pestilence | 
broke out in villages ncar Oberam- 
mergau. In some nearly everybody 
died. 

Oberammergau established a 
Tigorous quarantine, shut itself off 
from the outside world. But Casper 
Schisler was working in a neighbor- 
ing village. He succeeded in slip- 
ping back into Oberammergau, 
where he had left his wife and chil- 
dren. He brought the plague with 
him and was the : rst victim. 

In a month 84 more villiages 
perished. It was then that the sur- 
vivors made their great prayer and | 
their great pledge. From that hour 
the chronicles say the plague was | 
stayed and no more deaths followed. 


O in the following year, 1634, 
they enacted the Passion Play 
and did so every decade until 1674. 
It was then decided to enact the 
play in decimal years, so the next 
performance was given in 1680 and 
this has been kept up every decade | 
since. One notable exception was | 
1920, after the World War, when | 
the play was postpond to 1922. But 
it was again given in 1930. The next | 
is due in 1940, but will be given 
next year to mark the exact tercen- 
tenary of the first performance. 
The Passion Play as now per- 
formed is a greatly modified ver- 
sion of the original one, with 
beautiful music especially written 
for it in 1811. There are some 130) 
speaking parts and the cast num- 
bers about 600. All are genuine vil- | 
lagers of Oberammergau, mea and 
women who in their everyday lives 
are wood carvers, sculptors, inn- 
keepers, whatnot. Every actor and 
actress in the famous Passion Play 
Jeads a blameless life.

The only excitement is when the 
villagers actually get together to 
ballot for places in the cast, an | 
honor all seek ot earn. From that 
time the lucky ones spend part of 
every day perfecting themselves in 
their roles, and Oberammergau be- 
comes a village of studious actors. 
Nor are they mere amateurs. 

They have great and unbroken 
tradition behind them. From child- | 
hood they have had models before 
them, They know how the thing is 
done. They have trained their 
voices and their diction. They know 
how to wear ancient robes with an 
air 

And when it is all over, they pack | 
away the gorgeous raiment they 
have been wearing and reappear in 
Bavarian highland costume, busy | 
and cheerful at their ordinary | 
everyday tasks, satisfied that Ober- 
ammergau's great pledge has once 
more been fulfilled.

Robert Rankine Defeats 
Brilliant Band in An- | 
nual Event 


TORONTO, April 14 Robert 
Rankine, sturdy runner from Pres 
ton, Ont., today defeated a brilliant 
band of runners in the annual 15-) 
Mile road race of the Bloor Busi- 
hess Men's Association here. 

Rankine, who represented Can- 
@da at the last Olympics, flasheu 
across the finish line ahead of Billy 
Renyolds of Galt, Ont., a three-time 
winner of the event. , 

Hans Oldag of Buffalo, a United 
States Olympic runner of last sum 
mer, finished third. A field of 50 
competed, the race being run in 
mild weather under cloudy skies 
over a five-mile route, covered 
three times, which was lined by 
thousands of spectators. 

Rankine’s time for the distance 
was one hour, 11 minutes, + 2-5 sec- 
onds.
